The picture is drawn uoon 
the sands early in the 
morning, 
and colored with pulverized min- 
erals. 
The medicine man's ijrures 


in the sand generally have to do 
with Indian religion, 
"Navajo means 'without fear.' or 


'one who killed ear.' 
The Bear is 
always used as symbol or driving 
away dear, either the bear himself, 
or the bear footprints 
"Just as the old Je\\is.h priests 


used to make so much of the num- 
ber seven, and the Gieeks of the

Thefae aajb, a. smoutk .tjUid iun- 
nlng motor is of more concern to 
the prospective 
automobile buyer 
than ever before. Motorists gener- 
ally have been educated through 
various channels to expect this In 
aanotor, consequently it is only log- 
ical that they should exercise great- 
er Interest in securing this desir- 
able quality in the motor car -which 
they choose, is the opinion of Sfd 
Black, -vice president of the Cleve- 
land automobile company. 
In view of the tendency in this 
direction, 
Cleveland 
engineers, 


•when they designed this -well known 
Cleveland six mileage motor lor the 
special six series and the power 
plant for the standard six models, 
concentrated their efforts 
toward 
the objective of quiet operation 
consistent with satisfying perform- 
ance. Many advantages have been 
Incorporated In both power plants 
to provide smooth running with a 
minimum o£ 'vibration at various 
motor speeds. 
It is generally admitted among 
cn-ineer> that a great deal of noiie 
with motors is caused by improper 
design of the crankcasa. 
In this 
connection, the Cleveland six ^rank- 
case is of substantial conduction 
with ribs running from bearing 
seats to the walls which tends to 
eliminate weaving 
of the 
ca&e. 
which would cause 
the 
moving 
parts to get out of alignment .thus 
causing noise through rapid wear of 
the parts. Also, the case is of suf- 
ficient thickness to eliminate res- 
onance. 
a 


The crankshaft of generous pro- 
portions is perfectly balanced on 
special machines which show the 
slightest -variation o£ any of the 
crankshaft throws. Asido from this 
the shaft rotates in three bearings, 
bronze backed of liberal size, which 
are dovetailed' into the crankcase 
and then securely bolted for ri- 
gidity. The fact that pressure lub- 
rication Is used which permits the 
various' parts to float constantly on 
a film of lubricant sustained at each 
point under 60 pounds pressure to 
tha sauare inch, further serves to 
promote quiet operation through its 
cushioning effect. 
Periodic vibration of the valves 


at various motor speeds has been 
entirely eliminated by the adoption 
of'double valve springs 
The ten- 


sion of the inside spring is differ- 
ent from that of the outside, con- 
sequently it is next to Impossible 
for anv valve to hold open or be- 


com« noisy due to uneven build-up 
of the spring tension.

were born and educated

expenses. 
This will call for a fu nd of approxim ately 
ilOO.OOO, to be raised by donation, not .stock su b scrip­ 
tion. 
In tlie light of the experiences of other cities, 
this is a trifling su m to pay for the constru ction of 
a splendid hotel of the character contcmplaU-d In the 
present jjlans. 
For years now the people of Lincoln hav e been 
talk ing of a new hotel. 
There hav e been sev eral a t ­ 
tem pts to form u late a definite plan of aetion bu t in 
each instance they hav e failed. In the next fiv e years 
Lim oln will need a new hotel more than she has 
ev er needed it befov e.

chines, eclipsing anything so far k nown in the motor 
v ehicle world. 
When it is possible to tak e pas.sage on an airship 
leav ing Lincoln in the ev ening and reaching New 
York In time for break fast the next morning, sleeping 
In a comfortable berth enrou te w ithou t the jolts and 
noise» which distu rb slu m bcreis in Pu llman cars, 
anybody who can afford the priie will u nqu estion­ 
ably prefer mak ing the trip in that way. 
And when 
the sav ing of time, expense for dining car meals, and 
other cost factors of trav el by rail are tak en into a c ­ 
cou nt. perhaps the price will not be any higher than 
V ha t we now pay to mak e the jou rney m twt> days. 


W H E N 
A N D R E E S O U G H T T H E 
P O L E . 
Those whose memories 
carry 
them back ov er a 
span of tw enty-eight years were reminded when the 
A m u ndsen-Ellsw orth expedition 
hopped 
off from 
Kings Bay, Spitzbergen, T hu rsday of the first a t ­ 
tem pt to reach the north pole by the aerial rou te and 
the tragic fate which befell Solomon A u gu st Andree 
and his two comiittnions. Nils Strindberg and F e rd ­ 
inand Frak el. 
It was on. Ju ly 11, 1SD7, that these v entu re.somo 
Swedes set sail from A m sterdam Island of the Spltz- 
bergoii giou p in a great balloon, the gas bag of 
which was ov er sev enty feet tall, the car and ob- 
.serv ation platform mak ing the total length from top 
to bottom approxim ately 100 feet. 
The bag was of 
three thick nesses of v arnished silk and the expedi­ 
tion carried prov isions su fficient to last for fou r 
months. 
King Oscar II of Sweden and some priv ate 
su bscribers liad prov ided fu nds for the expedition 
and the balloon by which Andree hoped to n ach 
the pole was nam ed "Le Pole Nord.” 
Of cou rse no su ch thing as a dirigible existed in 
that day and tlie airplane had been scarcely dream ed 
of, bu t Andree was a sk illed balloonist as well as a 
scientist and he believ ed thaX by tak ing adv antage 
of the air cu rrents, which he had long observ ed, 
tha t he cou ld hav e his ship carried ov er the polo 
and perhaps descend to m ak e observ ations. 
The 
craft was equ ipped with steering apparatu s of a 
sort, bu t the ou tcome prov ed this to be Inadequ ate. 
The greai bag was v isible for abou t an hou r after 
it bad shot u p into the air and drifted off to the 
north. 
It was nev er seen again, nor was there ev er 
any au thentic accou nt of w hat became of it or its 
nav igators. 
Andree had tak en carrier pigeons with 
him, hoping to send back m essages of his progre.ss 
or location. 
Fou r days after he had sailed one of 
these birds was shot on board a w haler in the North 
Seas. 
It carrie|il a message dated Ju ly 13, showdng 
that in forty-fou r hou rs the adv entu rers had cov ­ 
ered only 1ST miles of the 5.50 necessary to reach the 
pole. 
T hat was the last ev er heard of Andree and after 
a year of anxiou s waiting the Swedish gov ernm ent 
equ ipped and sent ou t three search expeditions, nono 
of which fou nd any trace of the missing explorera 
In 19 02 a Chu rch of England clergym an arriv ed in 
W innipeg from the far north and told of a story c u r ­ 
rent am ong the Esk imos of three men alighting from 
the sk y, abou t 1S9 7, who were k illed by the Esk im os 
who saw them land on a field of ice. 
A similar story 
was brou ght In by a Catholic priest who had also 
been (o the far north and these were partially con­ 
firmed by tracing parties sent ou t by the Hu dson 
Bay company. 
B u t the fate of Andree will probably 
rem ain forev ci; one of the m ysteries of the frozen 
Arctic. 
W alter Wellman, pu blicist and explorer, made three 
u nsu ccessfu l attem pts to reach the north pole by 
balloon, the first in 19 05 and the last in 19 09 . 
Ills 
last balloon exploded thirty-fiv e miles off Bpitzbergen. 
after a trip abov e the clou ds, the ship descending 
before the explosion and the crew escaping. 
Ha 
made no fu rther attem pts.

G R I E F IN T H E C O A L F I E L D S . 
Deflation, fai\too long deferred, has stru ck Hie soft 
coal indu stry of the cou ntry and both operator and 
m iner are hav ing the most painfu l experience of 
their liv es. 
Many of the former are facing ru in, if 
they hav e not already gone into bank ru ptcy, while 
the latter and their families are in m any cases de.sti- 
tu te with no sign of relief in sight. 
The situ ation is 
one which to most people of v ision appeared inev it­ 
able and which has been becoming more acu te for 
m any rnonth.s past. 
The fact of the m atter is, there hav e been too m any 
mines and too m any minors and thou gh all m ade big 
money du ring the peak period, nothing was ov er more 
ceifaln than that su i'h condition cou ld not continu e. 
The present u nion wage scale, which ru ns to April 
1. 19 27, was signed du ring the big boom of 19 22, and 
if the m iners, cou ld only hav e steady w ork they 
wou ld be doing v ery well u nder it. 
Bu t there is no 
w ork for them. 
It is stated that in the u nion « elds 
du ring the past winter the men hav e av eraged only 
two days per week and the su ffering has been acu te. 
T here will be no more work du ring the su m mer, bu t 
of cou rse there will be an absence of snow and cold 
to fight and tha t will help some. 
H u ndreds of .so ft coal mines 
hav e been closed 
du ring the past year and it is slated they arc now 
discontinu ing operation more rapidly than ev er be,- 
fore. 
Borne 'of the men hav e gone to the non-u nion 
fields, it is declared, while others hav e sou ght e m ­ 
ployment in altogether different lines. 
This latter 
cou rse wou ld appear to be the more desirable one, 
fu r the bu siness will nev er be on a sou nd economic 
basis u ntil the nu mber 
of 
operativ es 
is 
v astly 
redu ced. 
Work men m the non-u nion tields liav e fared better 
than those In the u nion mines, bu t the operators 
hav e not done so well as to cau se great rejoicing in 
their mid.st. 
The miners hav e been work ing for one- 
third les.s than the u nion scale, bu t they hav e had 
steady 
employ ment. 
receiv ing 
approxim ately 
$3U 
for six days’ work , where the u nion m an wa.s paid 
$15 for two day.s. 
An entire readju stm ent of the coal indu .stry appears 
inev itable. 
A.s at present carried on it is not on a 
sou nd, natu ral basis. 
It is inflated beyond reason, 
both as to the capital and operativ es and it m u st 
sooner or later get down onto ,i su pply and demand 
plane: the sooner the better for all concerned, and 
this means ev erybody in the cou ntry. 
Wlien there 
are su fticieiit nilnes ru nning to easily su pply tho 
dcmand.s of the cou ntry by work ing fu ll time, the 
others closed and the excess miners transferred to 
other indu stries, the coal produ cing bu siness will 
be u pon the proper sort of fou ndation.

I am the mother of three girls 


n the Lincoln schools, and it seems

i-ere compulsory that girls in our 
schools 
must 
wear the 
sensible 


school uniform—plain and service- 
able, serge, or middy and skirt. And 
f this problem of having school 
>upils dressed coi rectly for school 
s such a worry to me, it is appar- 
ently a worry to every mother who 
has the best Interests of her chil- 
dren at heart. 


My youngest child is now in sec- 


ond grade, and with, her I am going 
:hrough all the agony I have gone 
:hrough with her two older sisters 
" cite her as an example as she, la 
perhaps the one-about whom I am 
just now having the most grief. We 
are In comfortable 
circumstances 


and financially able to give our 
children clothes as good as they 
need for all occasions. 
But dress- 


ng properly for- school Is a real 
problem. 
If I allow the child to 


•wear one of her good dresses, some 
of the children pick at her—say un- 
wind things that really wound her 


the heart. 
They tell her she 


thinks herself smart—and all that 
sort of foolishness which children 
will indulge in. "When a little silk 
dress has seen Its best days for best, 
and I let her take it for school, her 
Ife la made miserable by the chil- 
dren who attend the school. 
Then 


every once in awhile I change my 
attitude—I begin to wonder tf it 
s right to sen da. child to school 
setter dressed perhaps, than some 
of the others can afford to wear, 
and I put her into a little wash 
gingham, even faded perhaps, but 
;lean and 
neat. 
That ia worse. 


She Is taunted constantly by un- 
kind children who make fun of her 
clothes—and again she Is hurt. 
I 


have gone through It all, and I have 
come to the firm decision that no 
matter what a girl wears to the 
public schools, she Is open to criti- 
cism and taunts by her classmates 
and that this condition will never 
be different until the schools adopt 
the habit or rule of wearing uni- 
form dress. That would solve such 
a big1 problem it seems to me And 
it would not be a bit more expen- 


Let them enjoy their wash 


dresses, their faded ginghams 
at 


home after school hours, and let 
the better clothes be worn other 
places than at school- But I have 
tried every method and It has come 
to the place where I know that until 
such method is adopted, children— 
not only my children—but all the 
others—are going to be made to feel 
uncomfortable and unhappy over 
the subject of clothes 
I maintain 


that a subject 
of this 
kind—the 


subject of dress—ought not to be 
poimittecl to mar a child's entire 
school time days. I try so hard to 
keep her dressed similar to the rest 
—but 
until 
a practical, 
sensible 


school dress is adopted, it is going 
to be just as it is now.. She la go- 
ing to be better dressed than some 
—not so fnnclly dressed as others 


Then, too, there is the problem of 


the child of really poor parents. She 
muft po through school, feeling al- 
wavs dressed Inferior to the others.

It Is so natural for 
young girls to think they are the 
victims of 111 treatment if they are 
not permitted to llvd in a constant 
whirl of gaiety and excitement. One 
reason we hear of so many nervous 
breakdowns in high school girls is 
because they live in a manner that 
produces nerve strain, dashing from 
one thing to another without suf- 
ficient rest and sleep. 


"When Miss 1925 aired her griev- 


ances to her married sisters they 
did a very wrong thing in fanning 
the fires of her discontent. 
Instead 


of helping to fill her mind with re- 
bellion and making her more dis- 
contented" still, they should have 
talked plainly to the little sister, 
reminding her of the very great 
help her parents are giving her in 
sending her to college. 
It doesn't 


speak very well for the two older 
sisters that after" they were given a 
good education 
themselves 
they 


show so little appreciation of what 
the parents did for them that they 
scarcely ever go home to visit, and
